First 50 MHz Licences issued in Hungary 


Three experimental radio licences signed and issued this week for three amateur radio 
organisations permits restricted amateur radio usage of the 50 MHz band for the first 
time in Hungary for 65 stations. The licence is valid for a period of 30 days starting 
from the Ist of August 2005. The aim of the experiment is to study whether amateur 
radio usage of the 50 MHz band on a secondary basis causes interference in the 
reception of broadcasting stations. The frequency range permitted for the experiment 
is 50.050 - 50.500 MHz, and the licence is valid for all operating modes, including 
FM and digital modes. Maximum effective radiated power (ERP) however is limited 
to 5 Watts. 


The original licence request was submitted by the Haros Radio Club (HASHRK) in 
June 2005. It was preceded by intensive preparatory work, which included the 
studying of European licensing practices and the history of opening the band for 
amateur radio usage in countries with similar circumstances, the coexistence of 
amateur radio stations and broadcasting stations, propagation and other phenomena of 
the 50 MHz band. The licensing authority was very co-operative and decided to 
broaden the circle of stations in the experiment by inviting members of two other 
amateur radio organisations to participate. 


All three organisations have submitted their lists of participating stations, and the 
three licences issued this week contain a total of 65 stations. The quick and positive 
response of the National Communications Authority is exemplary and reflects the 
authority's professional attitude and willingness for co-operation, which may in the 
future lead to a more general permission of amateur radio usage of the 6 metre band. 


During the experiment, a beacon is planned to be operational on 50.050 MHz by 
HASAK. Further information is available by e-mail to "Info at hasix dot org".

The first Global Amateur Radio Emergency Communications, GAREC 2005, 
conference was held in Tampere, Finland, on Monday and Tuesday 13th & 14th of 
June, organised under the auspices of the IARU. This was hosted by the Finland 
IARU member group SRAL with Seppo Sisatts6 OH1VR as organising chairman. 


The Chairman for the Programme was Hans Zimmermann F/HB9AQS, IARU EC Co- 
ordinator. John, EIZGN represented the AREN group and the IRTS is now in the 
process of contributing to discussions on the Tampere frequencies. These are HF 
frequencies that may be used in the future as centres of activity for emergency 
communications. Members contributions are sought in order that a representative 
contribution can be made by Ireland to this discussion.
